Capt. J. Wobh of th* sch'Kiner TaBBMB E Frcnrh
arrived on Saturday from SufFolk, Va., kt\i c-Ued npcn
CKpt. Waal of the Second Precinct, to iufnin him of a

myaterioua lircumstanoe which had trauspi.-ed during
Imh vi.vui.rf. hithor.
